Though cricket is the national 
game, it has not yet inspired a pocm 
which has won inclusion in any repro- 
sentative anthology. Yet, though the 
greatest of our poets spared it not 
oven a passing reference in all his 
works, the poems and eongs abcut it

Tho lighthouse’s reports will come to 
hand in a couple of months only, the 
observations taken on board steamers 
are very few, and there ie no hope to 
et, before a long time, the 
telegraphic  obsorvations of — the 
msteorolcgical stations of the 
neighbourhood.

At Bow-atroet Police court recently 
before Mr. Grabman Campbell. John 
Syme, aged 50,’ of Btqck-well-rosd, 8. 
W., formerly an inspector of the 
Metropolitan *-Puliee Force, was 
brought up on a warrant charging him 
with being @ disturber of the peace 
and calling upon him to show cause 
why be should not enter into ro 
cognitances. and find sureties for his 
future good behaviour, , 
Mr. Travers Humphreys appeared 
ombebalf of the Director of Poblic 
Proseoutions (Sir Arobihald Bodkin} 
who was present in‘court. He stated 
that in the course of 8 spéech mado 
by i bea in Trafalgar-equare on Sun 
day he’sald: F 
I bove-"been: fi.hting now for 
thirtown years and I am sick of it, and 
if L got wghauce next week the King 
and Ques are going through it, so if 
the King gets hort next week he bas 
ouly himself to blame, because he 
has cowardly refused to do his duty. 
‘The Tesponsibility which r-ate 
upon those whose duty it is to endoav- 
our to sea that the peace is preserved 
is a vety heavy on«,”.esid Mr. Hum- 
ubrevs, “and it becomes more oner ma 
on oc-ssions When his Majesty appeary 
in publio, aut it requires no evidence 
to satisfy a court of justice that a 
serious breack of tha peace would ba 
likely to bappen if tais person were at 
liberty to carry out bis threat to do 
something in the nature of a public 
insult to the King in the prerence of 
loyal eubjecta.”* ;
